1953 School 


$75,000 
Over 1952 


A budget of $502,911 for 1953, 
an increase of $75,000 over this 
year’s appropriation of $426,000, 
was considered Monday night at a 
‘special meeting of the school 
committee in order to meet the 
needs of the town’s rapidly grow- 
ing school population. 

This budget will be discussed 
with the finance committee, pos- 
sibly Monday night together with a 
request for $4535 from the reserve 
fund in order to enable the depart- 
ment to complete the present year, 

The very large increase in the 
school enrollment last September 
has presented a problem to the 
school committee and makes the 
additional funds necessary. 

While school officials expected 
to receive about 100 extra pupils 
last fall and made preparations 
for that number, the actual increase 
was 250. The expense of making 
provisions for the additional num- 
ber in view of the rising cost of 
school books, fuel and other re- 
lated items accounts for the extra 
sum needed over the 1952 appro- 
priation to run the system until the 
end of the year 

The problem of keeping up with 
the town’s rapidly growing school 
enrollment has been before the 
committee for some time. Monday 
night it was further discussed, 
The present trend points to another 
large increase next fall and the 
budget now being prepared for next 
year is making provision for ad- 
ditional teachers, supplies and 
equipment for a large number o 
pupils, 

In this connection it was voted 
on motion of William A. Doherty 
seconded by C. Carleton Kimball 
to request the board of assessors 
to have the assistant assessors 
list all children from birth to age 
7 in the annual census, This will 
give a much clearer picture of 
what the future school population 
will be. 

The members agreed that some
